September  189&,  found  me  in  Denver  to  attend  school.  Up  to  this  tine  I’d  gone 
to  a  one— room  school  for  three  months  in  the  summer,  and  one  year  there  was 
no  school  for  me  at.  all;  because  the  raging  river  between  me  and  the  school 
just  could  not  be  bridged.  Most  of  the  years, however  it  was  able  to  be  cross¬ 
ed. 


Back  to  another  ranch  in  the  spring  of  1899”““ this  was  my  grandfather’s  place 
four  niles  from  Eagle,  now  it  is  the  county  seat  of  Eagle  County. 

During  the  winter  of  1899-1900,  I  with  my  brother  and  sister, drove  four  miles 
to  school  and  the  same  hone  in  the  evening,  in  an  open  racing  cart.  Often  the 
temperature  was  down,  to  zero  in  the  morning.  I  wonder  now,  how  we  ever  did  it. 


Back  to  Denver  in  the  fall  of  1900,  to  do  housework  for  a  living, and  attended 
the  East  Denver  High  School.  This  went  on,  with  variations  in  the  jobs,  but 
permanency  in  the  High  School.  I  graduated  in  1904,  end  that  fall  entered 
Colorado  College  at-  Colorado  Springs.!  worked  my  way  through  that  school,  too, 
and  I  went  on  to  medical  school  in  1908,  graduating  in  1912.

the  years  since  1908, life  seems  to  divide  naturally  into 


three  parts;  1.  Medical  school  plus  interne  and  residency.  II. 
years.  III.  All  the  years  since  my  marriage  in  1919- 


The  China 


Never  before  that  fall  of  1908,  had  I  been  beyond  the  borders  of  my  native 
Colorado;  then  I  turned  my  face  toward  ” the  marvelous,  the  unparalleled  East” 
arid  I  don’t  mean  the  Orient;  I  was  just  going  to  Philadelphia. 


Medical  school  itself  as  routine  save  that  I  went  to  Woman’s  Medical  College 
but  the  summers  more  ;  .an  made  up  for  the  winter  sameness.  The  first  summer 
vacation,  June  to  Ser  ember  1903 ,  I  spent  working  as  nurse  in  a,  sanitarium  in 
Northern  Jersey.  I  even  made  the  front  page  of  the  New  York  papers  on  one  oc¬ 
casion,  because  when  a  team  of  us  climbed  a  rocky  cliff  to  bring  down  an  in¬ 


jured  boy. 


I,  being  part  Rocky  Mountain  goat,  reached  the  patient  before  the 


men  arrived. 


The  second  summer,  1910. 


I  went  as  assistant  physician  to  the  Medical  Direct¬ 


or  of  the  Woman’s  State  Reformatory  at 
it  weren’t  enough,  that  I, a  sophomore 
ing,  the  senior  doctor  departed  after 


Sherborn, Massachusetts.  And,  as  though 
medic  had  so  far  over-reached  my  train- 
ten  days  of  initiating  me,  and  left  me 


on  my  own  resources,  and  with  more  than  ^CO  prisoners  to  look  after.  But  I 
made  out,  and  had  to  call  for  help  only  once.  Believe  me,  more  education  was 
instilled  into  me  in  those  three  months  than  in  any  other  short  period  of  my 

whole  life. 


In  the  summer  of  19H,  still  an  undergraduate,  I  began  a  long  and  beautiful 
friendship  with  Memorial  Hospital  in  Worcester,  Mass.,  substituting  during 


the  three  summer  months

mine,  and  had  herself  acted  as  substitute  interne  the  previous  summer.  One

After  receiving  my  M.  D.  in  June  of  1512,  I  worked  (what  won't  one  do  to  earn 
one's  living])  as  caretaker  of  a  roof-garden,  at  a  Settlement  House  in  the 
slums  of  Philadelphia*  It  was  designed  to  get  the  slum- dwellers  off  the  st¬ 
reets  at  night,  and  up  where  the  air  was  cool.  But  that  job  ended  August 
and  I  still  had  to  get  through  September.  So  I  worked  as  temporary  housekeep¬ 
er  in  the  dining-room  of  the  American.  Association  of  University  Women,  then  a 
very  new  organization*  (Still  in  Philadelphia).  There  one  met  some  very  in¬ 
teresting  people.  One  that-  I  shall  not  forget  was  Mrs.  Otis  Skinner,  and  her 
daughter  Cornelia,  than  a  little  girl. 

But  I  was  not  sorry  when  October  1st  came,  and  it  took  me  back  to  Worcester, 
acid  the  beginning  of  15  month’s  internship.  But  the  work  was  interrupted  in 
December  of  1913;  for  our  super intendant,  a  remarkably  able  woman, was  a  mem¬

work.  I  didn't  cat c'fi  any  white  slavers, but  I  did  see  quite  a  lot  of  ti 
y . side  of  life  in  a  big  city.  This  job  stopped  in  mid-February,  and  on  March 
1  I  was  back  in  Philadelphia  working  as  assistant  pathologist  at  the  Woman's 
Hospital.  But  that  v»Tas  just  a  stop-gap  job,  and  on  Judy  1st  in  that  memorable 
summer  of  1914,  I  went  as  camp  physician  to  a  girls  camp  on  Lake  Champlain. 
It  was  a  wonderful  location, and  a  complete  change  from  what  I  had  been  doing. 
It  was  on  August  l4th  of  that  year  that  Germany  and  England  began  World  War- 
One. 


But  September  1st  found  me  back  at  Memorial  Hospital  as  assistant  superinten¬ 
dent  and  resident  physician.  This  job  I  left  regretfully  in  June  of  1515,  to 
begin  my  preparations  for  going  to  China. On  July  Ipth  I  sailed  from  San  Fran¬ 
cisco  on  the  Old  Mongol!.  .  a  ship's  company  that  also  included  ninety  other 
missionaries.  And,  a  jtk  th  later,  I  lan bed  in  Shanghai  at  3  A.M.  For,  'way 
back  then,  it  wasn't  poss:  ie  to  spend  Friday  in  Hongkong  and  Saturday  in  Par¬ 
is,  as  Secretary  Bodies 


nos  now.  There's  a  heap  of  water  in  the  Pacific 


or* 


Ocean,  and  we  plowed  through  all  of  it. 

The  first  year  in  China  was  spent  in  P eld. ng,  attending  North  China  Unio  _ 
uage  School;  along  with  25  or  J>0  other  new  arrivals,  mostly  American, but  with 
a  sprinkling  of  English  and  Canadians.  Then  a  summer  at  the  sea-shore,  that 
famous  Pei-tai-ho ,  which  had  rovrn  to  be  quite  a  colon;/  of  Westerners,  hot 
missionaries  and  business  people.  But  I  was  still  studying  Chinese. 


v. 


Then  in  October  I  joined  the  staff  of  Porter  Hospital  on  the  great  alluvial 
plain  of  Shantung.  Altogether,  v/e  were  a  staff  of  three  American,  and  three 
Chinese  doctors;  one  American  nurse,  and  her  students  of  nursing.  We,  with 
three  other  American  missioners  were  a  small  island  in  a  sea  of  Chinese;  for 
our  nearest  (and  only)Western  neighbors  were  at  a  mission  station  forty  miles 
away.  I  worked  at  the  hospital  a  half  day,  and  kept  on  studying  Chinese. 
This  went  on,  about  the  sane  for  three  years;  with  the  only  variety  in  summer 
vacations,  when  I  travelled  a.  bit, and  saw  something  of  China  besides  the  "old 
flat,  Shantung  plain."  Somewhere  I  have  a  decoration  from  the  Chinese  govern¬ 
ment  which  was  given  to  me  for  flood  relief  work, done  in  Tientsin  in  the  fall 
and  winter  of  1917. 

Then,  in  the  summer  of  1919»  I  resigned  from  the  mission,  and  sailed  away  to 
be  married;  came  to  the  U.  S.  A.  in  June;  then  on  to  Prance  in  September  (it 
took  that  long  to  get  a  passport)  and  on  October  2Jth  (banns  were  published 
for  ten  days.*)  I  was  married  to  Captain  Albert  Bowen,  M.  C.;  U.  S.  A»,i n  the 
little  village  of  Lambezellec.  Pinisterre, Prance.  We  had  a  honeymoon  in  Italy 
then  up  to  Coblenz,  Germany,  for  duty  with  the  Army  of  Occupation  for  one  and 
a  half  years.  And,  while  we  were  there,  our  daughter,  Genevra  was  born. 

We  came  back  to  an  American  scene  that  seemed  very  strange  to  me  after  six 
years  away.  Uncle  Sam  moved  us  around  over  the  map  rather  frequently  for  the 
next  several  years.  While  we  were  living  in  Baltimore,  our  son  Griffith  was 
born;  our  next  station  was  Port  Myer ,  Virginia,  and  son  Charming  was  born 
there.  After  almost  five  years  at  this  Post,  v/e  were  in  Denver  for  two  years, 
then  in  Honolulu  for  three.  San  Antonio  for  five,  then  to  Atlanta  for  another 
three;  and  that  was  our  last  peace-time  station.  Me  arrived  in  Atlanta  on 
September  30th,  the  very  day  that  England  declared  war  on  Germany. 

By  the  time  we  left  Atlanta  our  daughter  had  graduated  from  college,  and  was 
married,  and  the  boys  were  both  in  college.  The  war  was  on,  and  Colonel  Bowen 
was  assigned  to  command  the  Army  Hospital  at  Camp  Maxey,  Texas,  ninety  miles 
northeast  of  Dallas.  Me  were  there  for  three  years,  and  again  lived  in  three 
different  houses,  as^  v/e  had  in  Atlanta.  Besides  being  "Mrs.  C.  0.".and  trying 
to  keep  the  Army  wives  happy,  I  headed  a  ePink  and  Blue"  club  under  U.  S.  0. 
auspices.  But  the  war  was  over,  and  the  camp  was  abandoned  in  rhe  fall  of 
1945.  And  on  October  17th  I  started  for  Rochester,  N.  Y.  to  welcome  my  first 
grandchild.  But  a,  month  later  I  was  settling  down  in  Port  Logan,  v/here  Col¬ 
onel  Bowen  had  been  assigned  as  camp  surgeon  (and  that  doesn't  mean  that  he 
did  any  surgery*).  Me  lived  in  a  huge  house  that  could  have  housed  forty  peo¬ 
ple.  But  v/e  weren't  there  long.  The  fort  was  closed  in  May  19^5, and  the  Col¬ 
onel  was  retired,  ce  d  we  moved  to  Boulder , where  he  had  accepted  a  position  as 
radiologist  in  the  Community  Hospital,  and,  here  we  have  been  ever  since. 
Boulder  has  been  my  home-town  much  longer  than  any  other  place  I  have  ever 
lived.  Our  daughter,  whose  husband  is  with  the  Medical  School  in  Denver,  also 
lives  here.  She  is  the  mother  of  four  of  our  grandchildren.  Our  youngest  son, 
a  Pediatrician  in  Grand  Junction,  is  the  father  of  three;  and  our  oldest  son, 
who  works  for  Du  Pont  &  Co.  in  Wilnington,  Del.,  is  the  father  of  two  young 
hopefuls. 

Somewhere  around  the  house  is  a  diploma  from  Washington  D.  C.  School  for  Soc¬ 
ial  Workers,  which  says  that  I  graduated  from  said  school  "at  the  top  of  the

M.  D. )  and  Meharry  Medical  School (because  we  believe  in  educating  the  Negro). 
Channing  has  degrees  from  Dartmouth  (B.S.),  from  the  University  of  Colorado. 
(M.  S. ),  and  from  the  University  of  Michigan  U'.  D.  ),  but  we  haven st  contrib¬ 
uted  to  any  of  these. 


This  life  story  seems  all  dates  and  places--— a  kind  of  skeleton  without  much 
meat  on  its  bones.  But  I  want  to  say  that  we  made  it  a  practice,  wherever  we 
were  located,  to  enter  into  the  life  of  the  community.  1  belonged  to,  and  was 
often  an  officer  in,  A.A.U.W. ;  P.T.A. ;L.W.V. ,  and  women's  groups  of  churches, 
here  and  there,  over  the  world. 

And,  just  to  make  the  record  complete,  I  am  now  living  in  the  thirty-third 
house  since  I  we,s  married.  No  count  of  those  in  the  preceding  years.

THE  EARLY  C-EEMAH  SETTLERS 


William  Penn,  in  the  spring  of  1  S3,  convened  to  a  half  dozen  residents  of 
Crefeld,  Germany,  about  eighteen  thousand  acres  of  lama  in  Pennsylvania, 
situated  in  the  neighborhood  of  Germantown,  S  ortly  arfterwards  the  enter¬ 
prise  was  started  which  resulted  in  the  formation  of  the  Frankfort  Company 
in  l6s6.  Altogether  the  Frankfort  Company  secured  twenty-five  thousand 
p.cres  of  land  from  William  Penn.  The  evident  purpose  in  view  in  the  grant 
of  these  large  tracts  of  land  was  colonization  from  Germany. 

On  July  24,  lcS3.  the  first  little  hand  of  German  emigrants  set  sail  in 
the  good  ship  "Concord, "  for  Pennsylvania,  There  were  thirteen  men  with 
their  families,  comprising  thirty- three  persons,  nearly  all  of  whom  were 
relatives,  all  hailing  from  Crefeld,  a  city  of  the  lower  Rhine,  in  Germany 
a  few  miles  from  the  borders  of  Holland.  Crefeld  was  chiefly  noted  for  its 
manufacture  of  silk,  linen  and  other  woven  goods,  and  these  manufacturies 
were  first  established  by  persons  fleeing  from  religious  intolerance. Among 
the  number  on  the  ship  "Concord"  was  Thones  Renders,  a  man.  at  that  time, 
presumably  of  twenty-five  or  thirty  years  of  a.ge ,  and  his  wife  Slin,  sup¬ 
posed  to  have  been  a  sister  of  V/illiam  Streypers,  the  latter  being  also  one 
of  the  em i a ran t s . 


At  that  time  Thones  Renders  had  three  children  and  they  were  brought  with 
him  on  the  ship.  Daniel  Francis  Pastorius,  the  most  conspicious  of  the 
German  emigrants  of  those  days,  by  reason  of  his  great  learning  and  famil¬ 
iarity  with  marge  languages  together  with  his  high  social  position  at  home, 
had  previously  consulted  with  these  Crefeld  people  and  had  arranged  the 
details  of  their  enterprise.  He  had  sailed  for  America  some  six  weeks  pre¬ 
vious  and  landed  at  Philadelphia,  August  20,  I6S3.  His  manuscript  says, 
"I  talked  with  Tunes  Runders  and  his  wife,  Dirck,  Hermann,  and  Abraham  Op 
den  C-ra.eff,  and  many  others,  who  six  weeks  later  followed  me." 


These  emigrants  were  largely  Mennonites  and  Friends  in  religion.  Both  of 
these  sects  believed  in  in wend  piety  and  a  godly  humble  life,  considered 
all  strife  and  warfare  as  unchristian,  abstained  from  taking  oaths,  op¬ 
posed  a  paid  ministry, favored  silent  prayer  and  exercised  a  strict  discip¬ 
line  over  their  members.  The  voyage  was  pleasant  and  uneventful,  and  on 
the  6th  day  of  October,  lcS>3,  the  pioneers  landed  at  Philadelphia,  having 
been  seventy-four  cv.-.ys  in  maiding  the  passage.  On  the  12th  of  the  same 
month  a  warrant  was  issued  to  Pastorius  for  six  thousand  acres  of  land  "on 
behalf  of  the  German  '-nd  Dutch  purchasers."  On  the  24  ih.  Thomas  Fairman 
measured  off  fourteen  divisions  of  land,  and  a  few  days  afterwards,  meet¬ 
ing  together  in  the  cave  of  Pastorius,  they  drew  lots  for  the  choice  of 
location,  as  shown  by  the  following  agreement  made  twenty- six  years  after¬ 
war  ds . 


Y.re  whose  names  are  to  these  presents  subscribed,  do  here! 
unto  all  whom  it  may  concern,  that  soon  after  our  arrival  in  this 
province  of  Pennsylvania, in  October  1583,  to  our  certain  knowledge 
Herman  Op  den  Graeff,  Dirk  Op  den  Graeff ,and  Abraham  Op  den  Graeff 
as  well  as  ourselves,  in  the  cave  of  Francis  Daniel  Pastorius  at 


Philadelphia,  did  cast  lots  fox'  the  respective  lots  which  they 


and  we  then  "began  to  settle  in  Germantown, 


and 


the  said  Graeffs 


(three  "brothers)  have  sold  their  several  lots,  each  by  himself, 
no  less  than  if  a  division  in  writing  had  been  made  "by  them. 


Witness  our  hands  this  23th  November  A,  D.  1J09,  Lenart  Arets,Jan 
Lensen,  Thones  Sunders,  Willem  Streypers,  Abraham  Tunes„Jan  Lucken 
Heiner  Tysen. 

On  these  lots  they  proceeded  at  once  to  "build  their  houses,  rude  and  primi¬ 
tive  though  the  structures  were,  described  by  sure  of  the  writers  of  that 
day  as  caves , being  built  probably  against  the  sides  of  the  hi  Is  with  rough 
coverings  to  serve  as  roofs.  Charles  S.  Keyser,  Esq. ,  in  his  paper  read  at 
the  Keyser  reunion  in  1838,  says,  "that  day  our  ancestor  arrived;  what  is 
now  an  avenue  of  the  city  of  Philadelphia,  paved  and  lighted  for  a  distance 
of  nine  miles,  was  not  then  even  the  Germantown  roa.d,  but  only  an  Indian 
pathway,  lines  with  laurel  bushes;  caves  here  and  there,  cellars  with  some 
shelter  over  them,  houses  as  they  were  called,  fifty  altogether;  one  with 
two  stories,  and  one  mill  to  supply  the  town  with  flour.  In  these  houses 
were  high-backed  chairs,  round  tables,  pewter  dishes  and  spinning  wheels. 
One  man’s  cellar, it  might  be,  with  its  shelter  of  branches  was  one  of  their 
meeting  houses. 


’’Various  languages  were  spoken  here,  some  French, much  German  a.nd  much  Dutch, 
and  continued  t;o  be  spoken  for  nearly  a  century  after.  Farther  from  man  and 
nearer  to  God,  seems  to  have  been  upon  their  lips  and  in  their  lives, coming 
to  this  wilderness. 


nWith  these  peculiar  people  were  the  simple  workers, toiling  in  the  gardens, 
weaving  in  their  caves  and  houses,  working  from  daylight  to  darkness;  these 
had  also  their  peculiarities, the  women  went  about  in  their  short  shirts  and 
petticoats;  we  yet  remember  some  of  us, the  old  grandmothers  or  great-grand- 
mothers,  with  kerchiefs  snowy  white, folded  across  their  breasts, who  surviv¬ 
ed.  down  to  the  beginning  of  our  passing  generation.  White  linen  was  worn 
here  and  woven  here,  pure  and  spotless  a.s  the  snow, making  the  town  notable; 
all  of  these  men  and  women  worshipped  together,.,  striving  to  do  the  will  of 
the  Saviour  as  it  is  written  in  the  scriptures,  without  magistrates  and 
without  laws,  and  without  ceremonies,  without  poverty,  and  without  crime; 
with  an  earnest  endeavor  to  conform  their  lives  as  far  as  it  was  possible 
to  them  to  the  image  of  the  Saviour  on  this  earth.” 


The  winter  following  must  have  been  one  of  hardship  and  privation  to  these 
"strangers  in  a  strange  land, "as  they  doubtless  had  only  enough  of  the  nec¬ 
essaries  of  life  to  keep  soul  and  body  togs  er.  Pastorius  writing  after¬ 
wards,  said,  "it  could  not  be  described  nor  would  it  be  believed  by  coming 
generations,  in  what  want  and  need,  and  with  what  Christian  contentment  and 
persistent  industry  this  Germantownship  started.”

ere  it  was  that  our  ancestor,  Thones  Kunders,  in  the  plainest  possible  way, 


with  scanty  means, 


v. 


ossessing  thrift  and  industry,  settled  down  with  his 


wife  and  three  boys  to  work  out  for  himself  a  livelihood  in  America.  On 
June  IS,  l6S3,  before  starting  for  Am  rice.,  he  punch? sed  from  Lenart  Arets, 
a  weaver  in  the  town  of  Crefeld,  whose  wife  v;as  a  sister  of  Kunders3  wife, 
for  a  consideration  of  ten  pounds,  a  warrant  for  five  hundred  acres  of  land 
to  be  located  in  Pennsylvania,  which  Arets  had  purch  sed  from  William  Penn. 
Most  of  these  Crefeld  emigrants  were  weavers;  the;  made  "very  fine  German 
Linen,  such  as  no  Person  of  Quality  need  be  ashamed  to  wear,"  and  by  strict 
economy  and  frugality  succeeded  in  madding  a  living,  and  laying  by  in  the 
course  of  years  a  fair  competency  for  that  day. 

Part  of  the  walls  of  the  house  built  by  Kunders  are  still  standing,  (lS9l), 
and  form  part  of  the  house  known  as  No.  4537  Germantown  Avenue,  occupied  for 
several  years  past  as  a  barber  shop  by  Christopher  Kinzel.  At  one  time  it 
was  known  as  LesherJs  tavern.  Kunders  also  owned  "Side  Lot  No.  2,"  situat¬ 
ed  near  the  railroad  bridge  at  Wayne  Junction  on  the  west  side  of  Germantown 
Avenue, 

In  lbc3,  very  soon  after  the  arrival  of  this  little  band,  the  first  Friends 
meeting  in  Germantown  was  held  in  the  house  of  Thones  Kunders,  and  likely 
was  continued  there  until  the  first  meeting-house  was  built  in  l6s6,  and  it 
is  reasonable  to  presume  that  the  dignified  Penn  "sat  in  silence"  under  old 
Kunders5  roof.  That  Kunders  was  a  devout  Friend,  is  evident  from  the  provi¬ 
sion  in  his  will,  where  he  gave  to  his  son-in-law,  Griffith  Jones,  "The  bed 
and  furniture  standing  in  the  New  Room  to  be  for  the  use  of  friends." 

The  Friends  at  Germantown  built  their  meeting-house  of  stone  in  1705*  It 
stood  in  their  present  graveyard  on  the  street.  Thones  Kunders  contributed 
10  pounds  and  11  shillings  toward  it,  presumable  part  in  work  and  part  in 
mo  ney , 


While  living  at  Crefeld,  Thones  Kunders  carried  on  the  tra,de  of  a  blue  dyer, 
and  continued  the  sane  after  settling  in  Germantown.  In  his  will  he  speaks 
of  his  "out— -houses,  stills,  and  Dying  Kettle,  Worms  and  Wormtubbs  thereunto 
belonging."  At  one  time  he  was  recorder  of  the  Court.  In  l6SS,  the  little 
band  cf  Friends  at  Germantown,  Thones  Kunders  being  one  of  them, raised  their 
voices  in  opposition  to  the  institution  of  slavery,  it  being  the  first  re¬ 
corded  protest  against  slavery  in  America.  In  ib91s  on  a  charter  of  incor¬ 
poration  being  granted  to  the  village,  Thones  Kunders  was  chosen  on:

as  1701,  steps  were  taken  to  start  a  school  at  German 
teacher.  Thones  Kunders,  with  sixty-three  others  wa 


naturalized,  3^  month  7th,  1631,  and  his  three  oldest  sons,  Cunraed,  Madtis, 
and  John,  were  naturalized  February  20th,  1713,  to  hold  arid  enjoy  lands.  He 
continued  to  live  at  Germantown  the  remainder  of  his  life, in  all  e.  period  of 
forty-six  years,  his  death  occurring  in  the  fall  of  1729,  the  exact  date  not 
being  known, and  his  remains  I  presume  were  laid  at  rest  in  the  graveyard  ad¬ 
joining  the  old  Friends  Meeting  at  Germantown.  As  no  mention  is  rr.de  cf  his

Cunraed  Cunraeds,  the  oldest  child  of  Thones  and  Elin  Kunders ,  was  corn  5th 
month  17th,  lGjS,  in  Crefeid,  Germany.  He  was  twice  married,  first  on  5th 


month,  1704,  to  Arm  Klinken,who  was  cor 


n 


oppenburk,  Germany,  on  6th  mon¬ 


th  4th,  16S3,  and  was  the  daughter  of  Aret  Klinken,  who  came  from  Holland 


with  William  Penn  in  his  first  voyage  in  lbS2.  Klinken  hr.d  seen  and  known 


Penn  in  Holland.  He  "built  the  first  two- story  house  ever  raised  in  German¬ 


town;  and  Penn  was  present  and  partook  of  the  raising  dinner.  He  died  at 
the  age  of  eighty,.  He  left  a  son  whose  name  was  Anthony,  whom  Watson  in  his 
Annals,  speaks  of  as  "being  a  great  hunter ,  sp-.nding  a  long  life  in  such  -pur¬ 
suits.  It  was  said  that  he  would  have  the  .  rret  of  his  house  filled  in 
winter  with  wild  game,  and  had  it  marked  with  the  date  that  he  killed  it, 
so  as  to  eat  it  in  due  succession  as  an  epicure.  He  would  wade  the  Wissa- 
hickon  in  the  depth  of  winter  and  finally  contracted  gout  and  rheumatism, 
which  so  ossified  the  flesh  of  his  knuckles, that  he  could  scrape  chalk  from 
then  when  old.  Anthony  was  "born  about  I677  and  died  about  1759*  The  name 
Anthony  appears  in  almost  every  generation  of  Cunraeds  descendants, and  evi¬ 
dently  started  from  this  -pecu]iar  character. 


Cunraed  Cunraeds  was  married  a  second  time  on  Sth  month  12th,  1721,  to  Anne 
Burson,  of  Perkiomen.  The  latter  marriage  is  recorded  in  the  records  of 
the  Gwynedd  Friends  meeting  and  took  place  at  the  public  neeting  at  German¬ 
town,  The  father  of  the  groom,  Thones  Thunders,  was  present  at  the  marriage 
and  signed  the  certificate,  as  did  also  his  three  brothers,  Madtis,  John, 
and  Henry  and  the  latter’s  wife,  Katharine. 


Cunraed  seems  t-o  have  spent  most  of  his  married  life  in  Worcester  Township 
in  Montgomery  County,  Pa.,  end  died  there  in  1747,  aged  sixty-nine  years. 
He  bought  one  hundred  acres  of  land  in  Worcester  from  Robert  Jones  in  1723® 
In  172S  a  release  given  by  him  to  Anthony  Morris  recites  that  he  wa.s  then 
living  in  ’’New  Bristol  or  Skippack. “  Another  old  document  dated  I73O, men¬ 
tions  Cunraed  as  living  at  "Matachin. "  He  was  one  of  the  executors  of  his 
father.  There  is  some  evidence  that  he  belonged  to  the  Reformed  Church, 
although  married  twice  by  Friends  Ceremony,  and  seems  to  have  belonged  to 


the  church  in  Worcester  known  as  "Wentz, 11  situated  a  mile  above  Centre 


Point.  He  may  have  been  buried  there  but  there  is  no  tombstone  or  record 


of  that  fact. 


His  will  was  dated  Feb.  2,1747,  and  was  proved  March  10th  of  the  same  year, 
showing  that  he  died. between  those  dates.  His  wife  doubtless  died  before 
hi:..,  not  being  mentioned  in  the  will.  His  oldest  son,  Anthony,  was  willed 
five  shillings.  In  1737  he  deeded  a  farm  of  seventy-five  acres  to  his  son 


Anthony,  and  doubtless  considered  that  he  had  received  his  proper  share, 


His  son,  Henry  was  given  the  homestead  "the  100  acres  I  bought  of  Anthony 
Morris."  This  is  supposed  to  have  been  the  present  Heebner  farm,  near  the 
Worcester  creamery.  This  third  son,  James,  received  the  residue  of  his 
father’s  land.  He  and  Henry  were  the  executors.  One  son,  John,  seems  to 


have  been  of  weak  or  inform  mind,  a.s  his  share  of  40  pounds  is  left 


trust  to  his  brothers,  Anthony  and  Henry.  He  had  six  children,  all  sons, 
named  respectively,  Anthony,  Henry,  James,  John,  Joseph  and  Dennis,  all  of 
whom  married  and  had  children  except  John  and  Joseph. 


Many  of  his  descendants  emigrated  to  Virginia.

Grandfather  and  Grandmother  Conard  were  torn  and  raised  in  Virginia  and  then 
moved  to  Missouri  sometime  in  the  1850’s,  I  don't  know  the  exact  year.

It  probably  is  not  original  with  Abner,  but  Ann  Susanna  fit  the 
poem  and  he  dedicated  it  to  her.

John  Jesse  Conard,  son  of  Abner  A.  and  Ann  Susanna  (Neer)  Conard,  was  born  on 
December  2nd,  1S49,  in  Loudoun  county,  Virginia,  and  died  at  La.  Crosse,  Kan¬ 
sas,  March  19th,  1934,  aged  84  yeans,  3  months  and  17  days. 

His  parents  moved  to  Jackson  county,  Missouri,  in  1S53>  where  they  made  their 
home  until  1S69,  when  they  moved  to  Bates  county,  Missouri.  John  Jesse  was 
thus  reared  on  a  Missouri  farm,  there  he  received  the  usual  training  in  agri¬ 
culture  handiwork  and  the  education  to  be  derived  from  the  rural  school  of 
that  day.  He  later  learned  the  drug  business  and  engaged  in  it  for  a  time, 
the  lure  of  the  farm  was  too  strong,  so  after  a  few  years  the  farm  again  cl¬ 
aimed  him,  until  he  decided  to  adventure  in  Kansas. 


On  February  29,  1272,  he  wras  united  in  marriage  to  Clara  Eunice  Grove,  at 
Savannah,  Missouri,  by  the  Rev.  Huston, and  to  this  union  eleven  children  were 

born. 


1S85  found  him  on  a.  homestead  in  Banner  Township,  Rush  county,  Kansas.  He  e- 
rected  for  the  accomodation  of  his  wife  and  five  children  a  home,  stone  and 
half  dugout,  lb  feet  square,  Ke  quarried  the  stone  for  the  house  from  a 
rock  quarry  about  one-half  mile  from  his  homestead.  After  he  had  homesteaded 
he  possessed  exactly  FIVE  DOLLARS,  and  one  tear,  comprised  his  farming  force. 
Tiie  children  were  small,  and  with  the  one  team  he  began  at  once  to  break  the 
prairie  sod  and  prepare  for  the  crop.

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While  living  in  the  old  dug  out,  1536,  "before  ny  tine,  then  tell  of  a  terrible 
blizzard,  which  covered  the  entire  house,  and  for  several  days  Mother  would 
put  a  lamp  in  the  window,  and  Dad  and  ray  oldest  cr other  would  climb  out  the 
window  and  sake  a  path  with  their  hands  to  the  barn,  shed  raid  go  down  through 
the  roof  of  the  barn  to  water  and  feed  the  horses  and  or.e  coy*.  They  then 
would  milk  the  cow  ana  find  their  way  back  to  the  house  by  the  light  in  the 
windows.

that  night  she  gave  birth  to  our  caby  brother,  Claude. 


Our  Dad  wo  la  walk  ten  and  fifteen  miles  to  a  neighbor's  house  and  help  then 
butcher,  they  in  turn  would  pay  him  FIFTV  CENTS  a  day,  and  give  him  some 
spare- ribs  or  a  liver  to  bring  home  to  the  family, and  the  coyotes  were  so  bad 
in  the  country,  they  would  try  to  get  that  neat.  So  Father  always  took  the 
dogs  with  him.  and  he  would  take  his  coat  off  and  swing  it  at  arms  length  and 
with  the  dogs  barking  he  would  finally  reach  ho me .However, Mother  always  would 
stand  in  the  kitchen  door  with  the  old  shot-gun  and  would  fire  every  so  often 
to  scare  the  wolves  away. 


From  the  first, his  farming  venture  seemed  to  succeed, for  during  all  the  years 
lived  in  the  county,  only  two  total  failures  embarrassed  him.  His  hard  work 
and  good  management  enabled  him  to  add  to  the  original  homestead, until  he  be¬ 
came  the  owner  of  three  quarter  sections.

The  only  thing  I  can  remember  of 
interest  on  that  trip  was  some  horse  thieves  tried  to  steal  the  horses  one 
night,  hut  were  run  off  ly  Father  who  went  down  to  the  horses  and  the 
thieves  ran.  lut  r.ot  before  they  had  turned  two  of  the  horses  loose.  Heed¬ 
less  to  say  the  folks  didn’t  sleep  the  rest  of  that  night. 


Tney  rented  a  fa.rm  in  Pawnee  county,  Eansas  in  I03S,  and  lived  there  until 
I9O3  when  they  moved  to  Ness  county,  Kansas. There  was  to  be  more  grass  for 
their  cattle  here,  then  in  the  winter  of  1  05  and  1906  a  bad  blizzard  cane 
and  they  lost  over  half  of  their  herd,  and  then  sold  the  rest  for  $12.00  a 
head. 


In  I9O9  they  moved  to  Stanton  county,  Kansas, where  Father  filed  on  a  home¬ 
stead.  This  trip  was  also  made  in  a  covered  wagon.  They  drove  a  bunch  of 
cattle  with  them,  and  this  trip  took  over  one  week.  We  got  caught  in  a 
blizzard  on  the  trip  out  and  had  to  lay  over  two  days. 

When  we  came  to  Stanton  county,  there  was  free  range, and  the  cattle  grazed 
over  quite  a  wide  area,  then  in  19II  and  1312  we  had  another  very  bad  win¬ 
ter  and  lost  about  150  head  of  cattle.  Everytime  Father  built  up  a  nice 
herd  of  cattle,  a  hard  winter  came  and  broke  him.  He  died  a  poor  man,  but 
he  never  seemed  to  get  di scour-aged. 

Both  Father  and  Mother  were  always  very  religious,  and  died  that  way.

My  parents,  Abner  E.  and  Mary  B.  Conard  were  married  in  1875,  in  Sates  co¬ 
unty,  Missouri.  I  have  heard  Father  tell  how  they  told  them  a  new  family, 
Br istow,,had  moved  into  the  neighborhood  v,Tith  three  good-looking  young  lad¬ 
ies.  He  went  over  to  see  them  and  he  and  ray  mother  soon  began  keeping  com¬ 
pany,  as  they  called  it  then. 


The  means  of  going  places  at  that  time  was  horse  back.  Each  girl  owned  her 
own  horse  and  side  saddle.  The  young  sv/ain  had  his  horse  and  saddle  also. 
Each  church  and  home  was  provided  with  a  platform  and  steps  which  were 
called  a  style.  Here  the  young  swain  helped  his  lady  friend  from  her  hor¬ 
se.  She  waited  here  for  him  until  the  horses  were  hitched  to  the  hitching 
rails,  and  they  then  walked  into  the  building  together. 


While  living  in  Missouri, my  parents  lived  in  Bs.tes  county  all  but  one  year 
this  is  the  year  they  spent  in  Jackson  county.  This  year  was  known  a,s  the 
year  of  the  big  blizzard.  It  was  I885  to  lSSty  Father  said  he  worked  in 
that  fall  for  ^0  cents  a.  day  to  support  a  wife  and  four  children,  with  an¬ 
other  expected  in  January.  It  was  a  baby  boy,  they  named  Abner.  They  mov¬ 
ed  back  to  Bates  county  the  next  year,  and  there  two  more  brothers  and  my- 
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self  vere  "born,

My  parents  left  Missouri  in  1397*  I  was  too  small  to  re- 


Father  had  always  wanted  a  home  of  his  very  own.  In  1^0? ,  he  homesteaded 
in  Stanton  county,  Kansas.  He  moved  with  his  family,  which  now  consisted 
of  an  older  sister, two  brothers  older  and  one  younger, and  myself,  in  1309. 
A  man  ^ Y6  years  old, moving  into  a  plains  county  where  ranches  were  35  to  4-0 
miles  apart.  We  were  thirty-five  miles  from  Syracuse,  Kansas.  There  were 
no  railroads  south  of  us,  but  there  were  big  trails  which  the  freighters 
made  in  crossing  the  plains.  They  hauled  feed  and  groceries  to  the  stores 
in  Springfield,  Colorado,  seventy  miles  fro:.:  Syracuse. 


One  of  my  most  precious  memories  is  listening  with  ry  mother  for  Father's 
wagon.  He  usually  drove  four  horses  and  we  could  lay  with  our  ears  to  the 
ground  and  hear  his  wagon  and  his  whistle  for  miles.  He  always  whistled 
so  we  could  hear  him  coming. 


My  parents  were  always  religious  people.  My  father  was  Superintendent  of 
our  little  Sunday  School  held  in  the  school  house.  People  drove  for  miles 
in  old  buggies  and  wagons  coming  to  Sunday  School.  I  have  heard  my  brother 
Frank,  tell  of  being  with  Father  on  a  freighting  trip  to  Syracuse.  They 
were  caught  in  a  blizzard  and  stopped  for  the  night  at  a  school  house.  Ke 
said  he  missed  Father  in  the  night.  He  looked  out  the  door  and  there  he 
saw  his  father  kneeling  in  the  snow  praying. 

When  I  grew  older,  I  decided  to  teach  school.  It  was  hard  to  find  board¬ 
ing  places,  so  one  winter  I  drove  eighteen  miles  with  a  team  and  buggy  to 
teach.  My  younger  brother  went  with  me.  We  would  be  late  getting  home  0- 
ver  the  prairie  with  no  landmarks  except  the  wagon  trail  which  we  follow¬ 
ed.  Mother  would  place  a  kerosene  lamp  in  the  window, and  we  could  see  that 
light  for  miles.  We  lived  in  a  basement,  then  culled  a  dugout.  Half  was 
dug  into  the  ground  and  half  built  on  top.  Mother  had  Father  make  her  a 
double  window  on  the  south  and  a  shelf  for  her  flowers  and  the  lamp. 


May  we  leave  to  our  children  a  beautiful  memory  of  lives  well  lived,  as  did 
our  ancestors.

These  girls  had  lots  of  fun  riding  horseback  (  side-saddle  )  and  attending 
neighborhood  gatherings,  often  accompained  by  Boss.  Soon  Boss  and  Lily  were 
more  than  friends  and  they  were  married  5  January  IS92. 


They  established  their  home  on  a  farm  given  them  by  Lily's  parents  which  was 
part  of  the  Feeback  farm  estate.  There  in  a  two-roomed  house  on  this  farm  I

Abner  Ethelbert  Conard  and  wife  Mary  Burnham  came  by  covered  wagon  from  Miss¬ 
ouri,  to  Pawnee  county-’,  Kansas  and  lived  there  for  several  years,  near  Larned, 
Kansas*  Then  Father  Conard  rented  a  wheat  from  in  Ness  county,  Kansas  in  the 
late  lSQO's  near  where  my  family,  the  Thomas  Pickerill' s,  lived.  Father  Con- 
are  and  the  boys  came  in  the  summer  to  plow  the  ground  for  fall  planting,  then

I  was  born  in  Bates  county,  Missouri,  11  January  1830,  and  moved  to  Rush 
county,  Kansas  with  my  parents  in  1897*  We  made  the  trip  in  a  covered  wagon* 
My  first  year  of  school  was  in  a  country  school  in  Rush  county  and  finished 
grade  school  in  Ness  county  were  we  moved  in  1303s 


In  1909  we  moved  to  Stanton  county,  Kansas  where  father  filed  on  a  homestead* 
And  in  1911,  I  filed  on  a  320  acre  homestead*  Y/e  raised  broom  corn,  and  had 
a  broom  corn  bailer  and  seeder.  We  did  custom  work  with  this  machine  around 
the  neighborhood*  It  was  on  one  of  these  jobs  I  first  met  my  wife,  Ethel* 
She  was  born  in  Sterling,  Kansas'  21  December  1888*

It 
began  snowing  17  December  and  put  a  covering  over  the  ground  of  three  feet  of 
snow.  We  did  not  see  the  ground  hare  until  April.  There  was  much  loss  of  live 
stock,  We  lost  half  of  our  cattle;  many  lost  more,  Wesley  hauled,  oil  cake  from 
Syracuse,  32  miles,  on  a  sled.  The  roads  were  sheets  of  ice  worn  smooth  hy  the 
sleds.  We  had  no  mail  service.  The  mail  carrier  came  through  on  skis  20  Decem¬ 
ber  and  the  mail  did  not  come  again  until  Spring.  At  one  time  at  Walsh,  Colorado 
there  were  nine  dead,  who  could  not  he  huried  because  of  the  deep  snow,  Por tu¬ 
na  tely  we  were  not  sick  that  winter. 


We  weathered  many  physical  storms,  and  storms  of  life  together. 


Then  in  December  1937*  almost  twenty  years  after  our  marriage,  occurred  the  hap¬ 
piest  moment  of  our  lives,  when  our  baby  girl  was  horn.  We  named  her  Alma  Lou.

I  am  Ruby  Ann  Conard  Baker,  the  6th  child  of  Ross  Herbert  &  Lily  May  Conard. 
I  was  Lorn  on  a  farm  near  Severy,  Kansas  on  Sunday,  1  February  1903,  This 
farm  was  later  bequeathed  to  my  brothers  and  sisters  and  I  to  be  used  for 
educational  purposes  by  my  mother 2 s  mother,  I  was  still  a  baby  when  my  par¬ 
ents  moved  back  to  Bates  county,  Missouri.  The  280  acre  farm  home, four’  miles 
west  of  Passaic  is  the  only  childhood  home  I  remember*

I  have  always  felt  I  missed  something  in  life  because,  I  never  knew  what  it 
meant  to  go  to  Grandfather's  house*  Grandfather  Conard  had  passed  on  before 
I  v;as  born  and  I. have  only  a  faint  recollection  of  Grandmother  Conard.  I 
still  have  the  little  rocking  chair  and  a  commode  that  Grandmother  Conard 
gave  me  because  I  was  named  for  her.  This  commode  I  have  always  cherished, 
because  as  I  grew  up  it  was  for  my  clothes  and  mine  alone;  and  that  was  a 
special  privilege  in  a  family  of  seven  girls*  Just  recently  I  brought  it  up 
from  the  basement,  to  be  used  for  the  clothes  cf  my  first  grandchild* 


I  think  of  my  parents  as  having  the  problems  and  sacrifices  of  rearing  nine 
children*  If  I  missed  having  something  in  childhood  because  of  a  large  f am- 
ily;  it  certainly  has  been  repaid  by  love  and  fellowship  in  later  years.  Our 
home  had  the  influence  of  e,  good  Christian  mother  and  as  long  as  we  were  at 
home  we  had  to  attend  Sunday  School  and  all  church  services  without  fail.  My 
father  always  gave  thanks  before  each  meal;  however  many  meals  were  corn- 
bread,  beans,  side  meat,  and  molasses. 


Our  social  life  was  mostly  connected  with  church  or  school.  Once  in  a  while

I  met  Monnett  in  Hess  City,  Kansas  in  1914,  when  he  came  home  on  vacation  from 
college*  His  father  was  the  Methodist  minister  there.  We  were  engaged  in  19— 
lo  and  were  married  in  San  Diego, Calif orna, December  22„  1917?  during  the  first 
World  War.  Monnett  was  in  Officer's  Training  Camp*  We  were  married  By  a  Meth¬ 
odist  minister  in  the  Methodist  church. 

After  the  war  ended,  Monnett  took  the  Foreign  Service  examination  and  while 
waiting  to  hear  the  outcome  accepted  a  job  as  sales  representative  for  the  J.

I  was  born  in  Adrian,  Missouri,  but  left  there  at  2  year’s  of  age  when  my  par¬ 
ents  moved  to  the  Triple  Bar  Ranch  in  Ness  county,  Kansas,  Apparently  I  was

Quite  a  crowd  was  standing 
outside  the  house  and  they  thought  that  she  was  unconscious.  They  were  talking 
about  her  not  going  to  live  and  raise  her  baby  and  she  heard  then.  She  told  me 

later  that  she  determined  to  live  and  to  get  v/ell,  and  she  did.  She  lived  to  be 
sixty- one  years  cf  age. 

The  house  my  parents  lived  in  was  the  old  Starnes  house.  They  had  the  first  tele¬ 
phone  in  the  area  and  one  of  the  first  cars.  The  car,  a  Flanders  20,  was  bought 
before  I  started  to  school,  I  remember  going  to  town  (Oak  C-rove)  four  miles  in  a 
big  wagon'  with  straw  in  it  and  also  in  a  wagon  bed  on  runners  in  the  winter  tine. 
Once,  the  sled  stalled  on  the  railroad  tracks  and  father  had  just  tine  enough  to 
get  the  mules  loose  and  push  she  sled  off  before  the  train  v;ent  by. 

My  parents  told  me  that  east-  cf  the  house  that  I  was  born  in  (in  our  garden  then) 
there  had  been  a  girls  seminary.  In  the  west  end  of  the  school  yard  there  had 
been  a  store  and  the  barn.  On  my  father’s  homeplace  had  been  some  kind  of  a 

school.  The  church  that  we  all  attended  across  the  road  from  our  house  was  torn 
down  years  ago  and  the  furniture  was  moved  to  the  North  Methodist  Church  in  Oak 
Grove,  The  land  was  sold  and  a  dwelling  built-  The  schoolhouse  and  land  were 
sold  and  the  schoolhouse  was  converted  into  a  dwelling. 

My  sisters  &  brother  and  I  attended  the  Mecklin  school  through  the  eighth  grade, 
then  Oak  Grove  High  School.  We  all  attended  Central  Missouri  State  Teacher's  Co¬ 
llege  and  I  was  graduated  with  a  E,  S,  in  Education  in  1329*  I  taught  several 

years  as  did  ray  sister  Roma,  Virginia  Rose  was  a  typist  in  business  offices  and 
Roy  is  a  farmer. 

There  were  teachers  in  both  the  Hulse  and  Jennings  families,  I  suppose  that  I  be¬ 
came  a  teacher  for  that  reason  or  from  "hero  worship"  of  some  teacher. 

There  are  only  three  cf  us  now.  Roy  on  the  homeplace,  our  sister  Roma  is  in  Al¬ 
aska  and  I  an  here  in  Denver.  My  brother’s  son  Charles  Lee  Roy  Hulse  is  the  only 
one  to  carry  on  the  Hulse  family  name.

Upon  arriving  in  tovm,  she  wasn'yt 
sure  where  to  go,  and  again  a  nice  young  man  came  to  her  rescue  and  helped  her 
with  her  errand.  The  young  man  was  courteous  and  polite,  but  unshaven.  When  'Min¬ 
nie  came  home,  she  informed  the  family  that  George  Pickerill  was  nice,  but  he  was 
the  ugliest  man  with  whiskers  she  had  ever  seen.  About  a  year  later,  on  25  Dec¬ 
ember  1S04.  she  and  George  Pickerill  were  married. 
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George  and  Minnie  homesteaded  a  place  in  Ness  county  near  Beeler.  This  homestead 
was  a  sod  house  which  George  had  built.  It  was  quite  comfortable,  with  a  wooden 
floor  and  native  plaster  walls.  Here  their  first  child,  Anna,  was  born. 

When  Anna  was  fifteen  months  old,  they  moved  to  Lakin,  Kansas,  and  opened  a  rest¬ 
aurant.

About  the  time  we  were  feeling  sorry  for  ourselves,  I  got  a  letter  from  my  oldest 
sister,  living  in  Oklahoma,  saying  that  she  hp.d  lost  three  of  her  teenage  children 
with  typhoid  fever,  two  girls  and  one  boy.  She  said  that  as  long  a.s  we  had  death 
stay  in  the  barnyard  we  could  stand  it.

After  his  death.  I  with  my  two  children  came  to  Sharon,  Kansas  in  Barber  county, 
where  my  older  sister  was  living.

When  I  was  thirteen  years  old,  my  Father  wanted  to  see  his  mother  once  more,  and 
she  was  "back  in  Pates  county. Missouri . So  he  rigged  up  a  covered  wagon  and  Father, 
Mother,  Sister  Gladys.  Brother  Clifford  and  myself  went  from  Hess  county,  Kansas 
to  Missouri,  We  had  a  stove  in  the  wagon,  and  sometimes  we  would  keep  a  fire  all 
day,  for  it  was  in  December,  There  was  a  double  hunk  bed  in  the  wagon,  so  we  just 
lived  in  it.  It  took  us  nearly  two  weeks  to  go  back  there  and  about  the  same  to 
return.  It  was  a  long  journey  by  covered  wagon. 


In  1907  my  Father,  Brother  Abner  and  Sister  Cora  f  iled  on  homestead5  s  in  the  no¬ 
rthwest  corner  of  Stanton  county,  Kansas,  this  is  next  to  the  Colorado  line.  My 
Brother  A^ner  and  I  came  out  that  spring  in  a  covered  wagon,  and  dug  a  dugout  to 
live  in  and  plowed  thirty  acres  of  land. All  our  sod  plowing  at  that  time  was  done 
with  a  walking  plow,  we  called  them  rod  plows.  The  next  fall,  we  all  moved  out 
by  covered  wagon,  driving  our  cattle.  This  was  about  150  mile  drive  and  we  were 
on  the  road  about  ten  days. 


We  got  our  posts  for  fencing  in  the  cedar  hills,  about  eighty-five  miles  we s t  of 
where  v/e  lived.  All  these  trips  we  camped  out,  did  our  cooking  over  a  camp  fire* 
Again  our  fuel  was  pov  chips,  I  rode  with  one  round-up  outfit  in  1910.  They  had 
an  old  chuck  wagon  and  a  cock.  We  built  the  catch  pen  out  of  rope  to  catch  our 
horses. 


I  was  married  to  Miss  Hazel  Henry  in  the  spring  of  1914.  We  had  seven  children, 
Vera,  Juanita,  Fern,  Frank,  Alma  Pearl,  Wesley  and  Bob.  Wesley  died  at  birth,  I 
proved  up  a  homestead  in  Stanton  county  one-half  mile  from  the  Colorado  state 
line  and  lived  there  until  1930«  I  bought  a  barber  shop  at  Manter,  Kansas  then, 
and  started  barbering.  My  wife  and  I  separated  in  1933-  I  barbered  in  Lamar,  & 
Bristol,  and  Granada,  Colorado.  I  cane  to  Granada,  Colorado  in  1937  and  have  "bar- 
bered  here  until  now,  December  1959-  In  1943s  1  married  Cora  Lacoco,  and  we  live 
in  Granada* 

In  1946  I  was  appointed  on  the  town  board9and  served  until  1950  When  I  was  elect¬ 
ed  Mayor*  I  served  as  Mayor  until  1954,  and  in  195^  was  re-elected  and  served  two 
more  years.

As  a  boy  growing  up  I  remember  Dad  managing  a  group  of  prize  fighters.  Generally 
they  lived  in  a  little  town  south  of  us  by  the  name  of  Ely,which  was  later  chang- 
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ed  to  Ash  Val  1  ey .  There  was  usually  an  old  grainary  or  house  fixed  up  as  the  gym „ 
These  men  lived  near  the  training  building*  At  times  there  were  several  in  the 
group.  One  of  *che  vivid  scenes  for  me  was  the  four  mile  run  every  morning,  it 
seems  to  me,  from  their  living  quarters  to  the  farm  home  where  they  would  hathe  & 
get  their  own  breakfasts.

By  vocation  Da.a  was  a  farmer.  It  was  during  the  twenties  that  Dad  expanded  his 
operations  to  a  large  scale  farming.  It  was  in  1323  that  he  reached  his  height  in 
such  activities.  He  went  into  debt  and  was  all  ready  to  have  an  excellent  set-up. 
He  had  an  extensive  acreage  of  wheat  land  and  the  equipment  to  handle  it,  also  a 
large  herd  of  cattle.  His  main  interest  for  a  tine  were  the  cattle  of  showering 
quality.  He  made  all  the  local  county  fairs  and  a  few  years  the  State  Fair.  The 
depression  in  the  1330 :s  and  the  years  of  drought  forced  him  to  have  to  liquidate 
most  of  the  cattle  herd.

As  of 
this  writing  there  are  three  sons  and  their  wives  and  seven  grandchildren.  Only 
one  grandchild  was  born  while  he  was  alive  said  she  is  now  a  student  in  Fort  Hays 
State  College., 


Dad  was  a  member  of  the  Eagles  Lodge  in  Great  Bend  and  the  Modern  Woodman  in  Lar- 
ned.  We  are  not  sure  whether  he  was  a  member  of  any  other.  He  was  active  in 
school  affairs,  being  treasurer  of  the  district  school  for  many  years.  He  was  as¬ 
sociated  with  many  community  projects  for  the  betterment  of  living. 

Dad  made  life  worth  living,  and  the  heritage  tha.t  he  gave,  along  with  Mother  is 
hard  to  express.  Things  did  not  always  go  as  they  desired,  but  a  way  of  life  was 
given  to  each  son.  It  appears  that  they  are  carrying  on  the  Conard  name  in  the 
same  tradition.

One  of  the  most  horrible  memories  I  have  of  iry  life  in  Adrian  was  driving  herds 
of  jennets  from  the  home  place  to  the  breeding  barns  at  Adrian.  About  one  mile 
from  the  starting  place  I  had  to  drive  those  jennets  across  a  bridge  that  was  fl¬ 
anked  by  overhanging  shade  trees  with  a  nice,  easy  flowing  stream  beneath.  If  I 
got  those  critters  on  to  the  bridge  at  a  trot,  I  had  the  trip  made.  If  they  did¬ 
n't  and  balked,  the  bunch  would  split  to  the  right  and  left  and  down  into  the  co¬ 
ol  water  below.  There  we’d  all  stay  until  help  came,  and  there  was  little  travel 
on  that  road.  I’d  ride  down  into  the  water ?  yelling  and  whipping  them  with  all 
of  ray  might.  l*fcr  pony  would  bite  and  push  those  stubborn  so  and  so’s,  and  event- 
-ually  I'd  get  those  on  one  side  out  of  the  water  and  headed  for  town.  Then  I  wo¬ 
uld  go  back  for’  those  left  on  the  other  side.  Before  I  could  get  them  moving,  the 
ones  I  had  started  for  town,  would  be  back  on  the  other  side  in  the  water  again. 
This  would  go  on  for  hours.  I  would  become  so  exhausted  that  I  would  fall  off  my 
pony  and  just  lay  there  and  sob  until  I  could  regain  my  breath.  Then  I’d  try  it 
again.  It  made  no  difference  how  far  down  the  road  I  would  drive  the  first  bunch 
they  would  always  be  back  before  I  could  get  the  others  started.  In  later  years, 
I  fashioned  a  prod  with  a  sharp  nail  in  the  end  of  it,  and  I’d  start  goading  the 
critters  for  a  quarter  of  a  mile  .before  I  hit  the  bridge.  Their  rumps  would  be 
so  sore,  they  didn’t  have  time  to  think  about  stopping  at  that  bridge. 


The  house  at  Adrian,  this  does  bring  back  memories.  Perhaps  some  of  the  family 
have  forgotten  that  Dad  was  a  very  healthy  stockholder  in  the  then  prosperous  lu¬ 
mber  yard  at  Adrian.  The  selection  of  lumber  was  quite  an  item  in  the  building 
of  that  house.  It  was  all  hand  selected. 


Most  of  the  finish  material  was  walnut  and  oak.  I  think  the  only  exception  to 
this  was  two  rooms  of  maple.  The  most  outstanding  of  these  was  Pearl’s  room  on 
the  second  floor.  That  and  the  sewing  room  were  finished  in  natural  maple.  When 
Albert,  Pearl  and  I  went  to  Kansas  City  with  Frank  Bowman  to  select  our  furniture 
at  the  wholesale  house.  Pearl  chose  Birds-eye  maple  for-  her  room*  Albert  chose 
walnut  and  I  just  took  oak.  But  the  contrast  of  that  ea.st  row  of  rooms  was  4uite 
outstanding.  You  see  Dad  had.  given  all  of  us  colts  and  when  we  wanted  to  furn¬ 
ish  the  rooms  he  bought  the  horses  from  us  and  that  was  the  money  we  used  furn¬ 
ishing  our  rooms.  Walnut  was  used  in  two  of  the  rooms  down  stairs  and  the  rest 
of  the  house  was  furnished  in  oak.

— Monnett  B.  Davis,  60,  U.  S. 
ambassador,  died  at  his  home 
here  today  of  a  heart  ailment. 

He  returned  to  Israel  five 
weeks  ago  from  sick  leave  in 
the  United  States.  Traveling  by 
sea  to  Beirut  he  had  a  rough 
trip  which  associates  said  proved 
difficult  for  him.  He  had  been 


Monnett  B.  Davis,  United 
States  Ambassador  to  Israel, 
Dho  Died  Today  in  Telaviv. 
in  bed  since  and  lapsed  into  un¬ 
consciousness  two  days  ago. 
His  wife  and  only  son,  Thomas, 
were  at  his  side  when  death 
came. 

Served  in  Many  Fosfs. 

Davis,  born  in  Greencastle, 
Ind.,  on  August  13,  1893,  had 
served  as  consul-general  in 
Shanghai,  as  minister  to  Den¬ 
mark,  as  U.  S.  representative  to 
the  Economic  Council  on  Asia 
and  the  Far  East,  and  as  min¬ 
ister  to  Panama,  before  coming 
here  in  February,  1951. 

Davis  was  a  veteran  career 
diplomat,  having  entered  the 
foreign  service  in  1924.  He 
served  as  charge  d’affaires  in 
Stockholm,  Shanghai,  Singapore, 
and  Buenos  Aires  before  going 
to  Denmark  in  1945.  He  also 
served  as  charge  in  Shanghai 
with  personal  rank  of  minister 
for  a  time  after  World  War  II. 

Davis  was  in  Panama  during 
the  difficult  period  when  Ar- 
nulfo  Arias  was  restored  to 
power  as  president  in  a  coup 
in  November.  1919,  only  to  be 
ousted  again  less  than  two  years 
later  after  bloody  clashes  at  thd 
presidential  palace. 


Negotiated  Largo  Grant. 

During  his  service  in  Israel 
Davis  used  his  influence  in  an 
effort  to  aid  the  new  .lewis  re¬ 
public  economically  and  pro¬ 
mote  better  relations  between 
Israel  and  the  neighboring  Arab 
countries.  He  played  a  leading 
role  in  the  negotiation  of  a  U.  S. 

Israeli  pact  by  which  Israel  was 
granted  65  million  dollars  in 
American  aid.  He  was  also  ac¬ 
tive  in  arranging  U.  S.  Point 
Four  aid  for  technical  assistance 
in  Israel's  economic  develop, 
rnent. 

He  was  a  graduate  of  the  Uni¬ 
versity  of  Colorado.

He  had  been 
in  failing  health  for  sonic  time  and 
returned  to  his  home  from  a  Harri¬ 
sonville  hospital  not  many  weeks  ago. 

Mr.  Conard,  the  son  of  A.  A.  Con¬ 
ard  and  Ann  Susanna  Near,  was  72 
years  of  age  at  the  time  of  his  death. 
He  had  lived  on  the  same  farm  for 
many  years  and  will  be  missed  by  a 
host  of  friends  in  his  community.

We  have  come  to  know  Karl 
Kennedy  Conard  better  the 
last  three  years — when,  first, 
he  hauled  The  Great  Bend  Tri¬ 
bune  to  Holyrood  for  daily  dis¬ 
tribution.

A  reward  of  $100  is  offered  for 
the  body  of  Bruce  Bowman,  Harris— 
onville,  who  was  last  seen  on  the 
Hannibal  bridge,  near  the  Muni¬ 
cipal  Airport  in  Kansas  City,  on 
Thursday  night,  October  9,  194l, 
or  for  authentic  information  as 
to  his  whereabouts. 

Bruce  is  27  years  old,  5  feet  & 

6§-  inches  in  height,  weighs 
pounds,  has  brown  eyes  and  black 
hair.  When  last  seen  he  was  wear¬ 
ing  a  brown  suit,  shoes  and  tie 
light  tan  sox,  white  shirt,  and 
was  wearing  a  diamond  engagement¬ 
ring  on  the  third  finger  of  his 
left  hand. 

The  above  announcement  really  does  tell  the  story  about  the  disappear¬ 
ance  of  Bruce  Bowman,  ZJ  year  old  son  of  Mr.  and  Mrs.  A.  B.  Bowman,  200 
V/est  Washington  Street,  Harrisonville,  Missouri.  Not  much  else  known. 

A  BPJL1IANT  STUDENT.  Bruce,  a  graduate  of  the  Harrisonville  High  School 
v/ith  the  Class  of  1932,  always  was  a  brilliant  student,  literary  work 
being  his  forte.  In  the  fall  of  1932,  he  entered  Y/illiam  Jewell  Col¬ 
lege  at  Liberty, Ho. , where  he  continued  to  be  successful  in  various  lit¬ 
erary  contests.  In  1933  he  entered  Central  Missouri  State  Teachers  Col¬ 
lege  at  Warrensburg.  He  was  an  apt  student  and  plunged  into  the  col¬ 
lege’s  literary  life.  In  1937>  he  participated  in  a  state  oratorical 
contest  at  Columbia,  placing  third.  In  such  contests  he  always  ranked 
high. 

He  was  graduated  from  CMSTC  in  the  spring  of  1937 •  short  time  prior, 
he  was  elected  principal  of  the  public  school  at  East  Lynne.  On  June 
17,  1937,  Bruce  was  united  in  marriage  with  Miss  Gene  Wilcox  of  V’arren- 
sburg  and  they  established  their  home  in  East  Lynne,  where  h.e  served  a 
year  as  principal  of  the  school.

Missouri*  for  many  years.  It  was  here  he  laid  the  ground  work  for  his 
later  livestock  breeding  activities.  During  this  period  he  operated  an 
elevator  at  Adrian,  Missouri,  and  engaged  in  other  business  activities. 
Disposing  of  his  holdings  in  Missouri  in  1313  and  moving  to  Hess  county, 
Kansas,  where  he  owned  and  operated  the  Triple  Bar  Ranch  near  Beeler,  Kan¬ 
sas.  A  year  later  he  moved  his  family  to  Hess  City,  Kansas,  and  reestab¬ 
lished  the  fine  herd  of  Poland  China  hogs  for  which  he  was  noted.  In  1319 
he  moved  to  Oregon,  Missouri,  taking  his  herd  of  hogs,  where  disease  in¬ 
vaded  the  herd  and  he  suffered  serious  losses.

In  1932  he 
came  to  Lamed,  Kansas,  which  has  been  his  home  since  that  time. 


A.  J.  Erhart  pioneered  in  the  livestock  industry,  and  was  one  of  the  early 
breeders  of  purebred  livestock.  For  fifteen  years,  under  the  firm  name  of 
A.  J.  Erhart  &  Sons,  he  devoted  the  best  part  of  his  lifetime  to  the  bui¬ 
lding  of  the  prebred  industry.  His  accomplishment  in  this  field  of  work 
is  recognized  throughout  the  livestock  world.  He  created  and  maintained 
for  many  years  a  choice  herd  of  cattle  and  hogs  which  were  regular-  prize 
winners  of  the  leading  Fairs  of  the  southwest.  It  was  of  this  work  and 
the  results  achieved,  that  he  was  most  proud.  Stock  carrying  the  blood 
lines  of  Erhart  herds  still  have  a  prominent  part  in  livestock  breeding.
